W ashington, M arch 
13.—President I 
W ilson's proclam ation assem bling the 
Sixty-third congress In special session 
will fix April 7 as tho date and sug­ 
gest th a t the revision of the tariff 
•hould be the only subject given con-1 
■kieration. 
These facts becnme known following 
a conference betw een President Wil­ 
son and R epresentative Oscar W. Un-! 
derwood, the Dem ocratic leader of the 
house. 
It has been decided th a t action on a 
m easure proposing 
changes In 
the 
•banking and currency luws shall be 
deferred until the regular session of 
congress that will begin In December. 
A fter consideration of all the facts 
the president cam e to the conclusion 
th a t It would be batter to restrict the ! 
work of the special session to the 
tariff revision bills in order th at they 
m ight be placed on the statu te books 
a t the earliest practicable date. 
It was pointed out to the president I 
th a t until uncertainty concerning the j 
tariff program of the D em ocrats has 
been dissipated business in m any lines 
will to some extent be suspended, i 
The argum ent was m ade that concur* 
ren t action on the tariff aud banking ; 
and currency laws would delay enact ' 
m ents in both instances, with a jmjbsI- I 
billty of a serious 
disturbance in 
business. 


Cabinet Approves Course. 
The president will send first a Hies- ! 
sago pointing out the necessity f o r ; 
tariff revision and will follow this j 
w ith a series of m essages upon specific 
things which he believes congress may I 
be able to act upon without unneces- j 
earily prolonging the 
session. 
This I 
course Is said to have been approved j 
a t a cabinet meeting. 
It was originally the intention of 
P resident 
ilson to call congress to­ 
gether on or about April I. 
At the 
Instance of Chairm an Underwood and 
his associates on the ways and m eans 
com m ittee it was decided thut con­ 
gress should meet, on April 7. 
The 
change In date was made to give the 
tariff m akers of the house m ore tim e 
to com plete the revision bills. 
Although congress adjourned more 
than a week ago the ways and m eans 
Com mittee has made little progress 
on the m easures. Of th** sixteen bills 
th a t will represent th** proposed re­ 
vision work only two have been fin­ 
ished. 
In these cases the decisions 
are tentative in the main. subject to 
change when the bills com e up for a 
final reading In com m ittee. 
The house leaders are elated over 
th** determ ination of the president to 
co-operate with them in lim iting the 
business of the special session to the 
tariff. 
In the first place It m eans 
th at congress will adjourn in a com­ 
paratively reasonable time. 
The Republicans will not filibuster 
against 
the D em ocratic tarifT hills. 
They will register their protests In 
given cases, m aking no effort to pre­ 
vent the dom inant party from putting 
through Its program 
In the second 
place the president’s decision m eans 
th a t a com plete organisation of the 
house may be put over until Decem­ 
ber. 


Dr. Friedmann Discusses His 


Cure for Tuberculosis. 


HAS TREATED MANY CHILDREN 


Bertin Physician Describee How He 


Discovered the Alleged Remedy and 


the Precautions Taken to 
Render 


It Perfectly 
8afe— Also Maintains 


Hie Vaccine Acts ae a Preventive. 


O ttawa, Ont., March 18.—Dr. Fried­ 
rich F. Friedm ann of Berlin discussed 
before the Canadian Association for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis 
his 
treatm en t of tuberculosis, the m anner 
of Its discovery and the precautions 
he took to insure its harm lessness. 
He 
discarded hum an 
tuberculosis 
bacilli, he mild, after many experi­ 
m ents because he feared the results 
were too dangerous. 
The end of his 
research came, ho asserted, when he 
found a bacillus which originated In a 
cold blooded anim al—-the turtle— which 
bacillus becam e non-vtrulent and atox­ 
ic after frequent transplantation. 
"W hen th at condition was reached,” 
he said, "I Injected It into myself, then 
Into patients infected with tuberculo­ 
sis, than Into healthy children in tu ­ 
bercular surroundings. 
I have found 
the rem edy Invariably harm less.” 
Discussing tests of his vaccine as a 
preventive of tuberculosis Dr. Fried­ 
mann expressed the hope th at this 
would be found to be the great use of 
his discovery in (he future. 
“I have found this rem edy harm less 
when I used It for patients ranging 
from earliest childhood to the most 
advanced age In all forms of applica­ 
tion—subcutaneously, 
intram uscular 
and intravenous—even in big doses," 
Dr. Friedm ann said, "and equally effi- 
cient in ail forma of tuberculosis— 
pulm onary, bone, joint, glandular and 
skin. 
Aside 
from 
hopeless 
cases, 
whoso fates were already sealed, the I 
remedy has proved its efficiency In : 
m ost instances. 
“I have vaccinated 35U children, va­ 
rying in age from one hour to thro** 
years. 
Most of these children were 
living in tubercular environm ents and 
much exposed to Infection from the 
source. 
The earliest im m unizations 
were made several m onths ago and all 
the children are wed I today and are 
free from all sym ptom s of scrofula or 
tuberculosis.”

This, lie said, convinced him 
that the breaking of the outside of the 
egg was the important factor, accom­ 
plished in nature by chemical action of 
the spermntzoon. in his earlier experi­ 
ments by chemical dissolution of its 
natural protection.
